In discussing the mileage rule, and 
the burden it imposes upon the trav- 
eling men in particular, and all oth- 
ers who carry the mileage books, Pres- 
ident Hudson said: 

“In pursuance of the determination 
of the nationa! association to aid the 
Georgia division in every possible way. 
I‘ have instructed F. W. Crandall, of St. 
Louis, nationa!] chairman of the rail- 
road commission to render every pos- 
sible assistance to J. H. Andrews, the 
state secretary of the Georgia divi- 
sion, and all the officers of the na- 
tional association will back the Geor- 
gia division in its fight in every way 
possible, and financially if it becomes 
necessary. 

“No ralroati has ever offered a legit- 
imate excuse for imposing the mileage 
rule upon the holders of mileage books.

Instances like 
this reveal the pathos and deep trag- 
edy underlying mearly ever case that 
comes before the board.

FURTHER BLOODSHED 
FEARED IN MISSISSIPPI 


Racial Lines Closely Drawn 
Because of Killing of White 
Men by Negroes---Several 
Posses Are in Pursuit of Ne- 
groes---Negroes Are Firing 
on Posses From Ambush. 


Clarkdale, Miss., December 28.—Two 
negroes were killed and three others 
woundeg during an exchange of shots 
today between a sheriff's posse search- 
ing for the three farm hands who shot 
and killed W. W. Kirk and L D. 
Kesee yesterday, and a band of eleven 
negroes, believed to include the men 
sought. Tonight additional posses are 
joining in the pursuit, ang with racial 
lines closely drawn, further bloodshed 
is probable. , 

Negroes Fire On Posse. 

The posse fireq on were headed by 
several officers from the Parchman 
convict farm, and were following a 
pack of blodhounds through a thick 
patch of underbrowth near the village 
of Fitzhugh in Sunflower county. When 
came within range of the 
negroes, the fusillade started, and be- 
fore the latter were put to rout, two 
of their number had been killed, two 
others were crippled and a negro 
“trusty” who hag charge of the hound 
pack, was seriously wounded. None of 
the gposse, with the exception of the 
“trusty” were tiniured. Later, two 
negroes belleved to have been mem- 
bers of the attacking party, were ar- 
resteq and lodged in jail, 

Cause of the Trouble. 

Kirk, Kesee and John Hodeau were 
shot from ambush when they ap- 
proached a cabin occupied by three 
negroes, tenants on the farm of which 
Kirk was manager. It had been re- 
ported to Kirk that the negroes were 
preparing to abandon the plantation 
and remove a number of farming im- 
plements.

Washington, December 28.—Experi- 
ments in cotton growing in the state 
of Tamaulipas, Mexico, have resulted 
So satisfactorily that planters there 
are enthusiastic over the prospects of 
cotton becoming one of the most 
profitable crops of the state, according 
to United States Consul Clarence A.

New York, December 28.—Another 
of the world’s great opera writers, this 
time a German, Professor Engelbert 
Humperdinck, following the westward 
trail of the Italian composer, Giacomo 
Puecini, has come with his latest crea- 
tion in operatic art, ““Koenigskinder,” 
or the “Children of Kings,” seeking 
American approval. 

Humperdinck’s three-act opera, 
taken from a German folk tale, was 
given its premiere tonight at the Met- 
ropolitan opera house, and a brilliant 
audience applauded composer and ar- 
tists, who were called before the cur- 
tain tiem and time again. 

New York Got Ahead of Kaiser. 

Emperor William wanted “Koenigs- 
kinder” for Berlin, but New York had 
spoken first and as Humperdinck re- 
marked, “you were the first to ask for 
the ‘Children of Kings’ and that is 
all there is to it.” 

The tender story of the “Koenigs- 
kinder” with its shades of happiness 
and pathos, found a strong repose in 
the musical creativeness of Humper- 
dinck who, throughout the opera has 
laid a strong groundwork of convinc- 
ing harmonies that follow in their 
pulsations every sentiment of the story. 
Critics wondered that the potent music 
had not been applied to some love 
drama. 

The American singer, Miss Geraldine 
Farrar, soprano, and Mme. Louise 
Homer, the contralto, shared the hon- 
ors with Herman Jadlowker, the Rus- 
sian tenor, and Otto Moritz, the bart- 
tone, in the four leading roles of the 
— which was rendered by Alfred 

ertz. 

Story of the Goose Girl. 

The fairy fiction which Humperdinck 
has delightfully told in opera, once 
played on the German and American 
stage in a play, “The King’s Children,” 
tells of the king’s son, sung by Jadlow- 
ker, who has stolen away from his 
father’s court, and comes upon the 
goose girl, interpreted by Miss Farrar, 
held by magic -spell at the witche’s 
cottage. <A delegation of citizens of 
Demi Hallabrunn, tired of ruling them- 
selves, are told by the witch that on 
the morrow the first person who shall 
pass the city gate at the stroke of 
twelve shall be their ruler. The dele- 
gation departs, all but the fiddler, who, 
catching sight of the goose girl, de- 
mands that the witch bring out her 
“golden bird.” 

The fiddler learns of the goose girl’s 
noble parentage and frees the girl 
from the witch’s charms. 

The second act shows the city’s com- 
mons and the citizenry waiting for the 
coming of noon. The King’s son sug- 
gests that the king will come in simple 
guise. The suggestion eauses a tumult, 
which is at its height when the clock 
strikes twelve. The gates are opened 
and the innocent goose girl with her 
flock of geese, walks in, followed by 
the fiddler. The crowd is furious dnd 
rushes upon the goose girl and the 
king’s son, thrusting them violently 
out of the gates. 

Deep Note of Tragedy. 


A deep note of tragedy is struck in 
the third act. The king’s son and the 
goose girl have lost their way in the 
forest, the prince failing to find his 
way back to his father’s kingdom. The 
goose girl is wasted by fever. The 
prince appeals for food to the wood- 
cutter and broommaker, who tem- 
porarily occupy the witch's cottage, 
but is turned away. 

The goose girl, to calm the prince’s 
despair, denies that she is il) and 
dances barefoot in the snow, where 
she faints. The prince finds his crown 
and bargains it for bread, which had 
been poisoned. The deadly properties 
begin to take effect and the goose girl 
imagines the falling snow flakes are 
linder blossoms, while the prince 
thinks he has found his way to his 
father’s kingdom. Thus they die to- 
gether.

DR. CARL YOUNG LECTURES 
ON THE “BRAIN AND MIND” 


That a healthful, well-nourished and 
wholesomely active brain inevitably 
means a sane mind, a strong power 
and a happier soul-life in the indi- 
vidual man, and, therefore, a better- 


ment of society as a whole. is the idea 
which was’ developed yesterday after- 
noon by Dr. Carl P. Young, in a very 
learned lecture, which was thoroughly 
interesting, not only because of the 
ideas advanced, but aiso because oi 
the clearness with which they were ¢x- 
pressed, all technical or pedantic lan- 
guage being entirely eliminated. 

In developing his main thought, Dr. 
Young began with an analysis of the 
component parts of man, the mental, 
physical, the mental and the moral or 
spiritual aspects of his nature and their 
important manifestations, thought, 
speech and acts; he traced the history 
of man’s investigation of himself, go- 
ing back to the times of the ancient 
Babylonians, ang giving briefly the 
theories of various well-known think- 
ers of all ages as to the controlling 
!} power of man’s marvelous manifesta- 
tions. He gave a detailed discussion of 
the physical attributes of the brain. 

“The brain igs composed of seven 
hundred million cells,” Dr. Young said, 
“each with its individual function. One- 
third of this number have todo with the 
physical organism, while the remaining 
two-thirds have to do with the invis- 
ible, God-like faculties of man, called 
mind and soul,’’ 


eo -_ 
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Stating that everything in the unle 
verse is in.a state of motion, and that 
everything can be improved and devel- 
oped beyond its present condition, Dr. 
Young said that this applied as well to 
the millions of brain cells which direct 
or misdirect man’s physical and mental 
energies. By a constant bombarding of 
the brain with good, healthful impres- 
Sion the cells may be brought to a 
special functioning in the right diree- 
tion, may be trained away from the 
harmful influences of heredity into 
wholesomeness and strength, with a 
resulting influence for good in socio- 
logical relations. Cellular motion of 
the brain is responsible alike for phi- 
lanthropic and good actions and for 
criminal and bad actions, the only dif- 
ference being thatinthe first the enersa 
gies are rightly directed, and that in 
the latter they are misdirected. 

“All those who spend their time in 
prison are the weeds of society, who 
have sprung from poor soil,” said Dr. 
Young, “and the thinkers of today are 
realizing more and more keenly that 
society commits greater crimes against 
criminals than criminalg have ever 
committed against society.” 

A large audience heard Dr. Young’s 
address, and many congratulated the 
Council of Jewish Women, under whoge 
auspices the lecture was given, 

He will remain in Atlanta several 
months, during which period he will 
deliver lectures from time to time on 
various interesting subjects related to 
that of Wednesday’s lecture.

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UPPER BERTHS COMING DOWN. 


The report that upper Pullman berths are coming down will be 
pleasant news to the traveling public. 

_ Hereafter, gentlemen who have to make use-of a step ladder in 
going to bed, and lie awake speculating on whether they will reach 
the end of their journey without being thrown out, will have a 20 
per cent rebate to sooth their feelings and to recompense them for 
the amusement they give the other passengers. | 

The interstate commerce commission has ordered a number of 
reductions in rates now charged by the Pullman Company, and has 
tentatively approved other decreases voluntarily submitted by that 
company to become effective January 20. 

A lesser charge for an upper as compared with a lower berth, is 
both logical and just. The whole schedule of rates could have been 
so readjusted that, without loss of revenue, the company could have 
placed uppers on all lines very much lower than at present. 

But regardless of any loss of revenue, the commission has or- 
dered that the charge for upper berths shall not exceed 80 per cent of 
the cost of lowers. ] 

Part of the traveling public will be glad to take advantage of the 
new schedule and submit to the inconvenience of an upper berth for 
the saving effected. The traveler who is compelled to take an upper 
because he cannot get a lower, will have to pay less for it—so he 
gets at least that much comfort.

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THE POSITION OF SECRETARY DICKINSON. 


The rumors that Secretary of War Dickinson will retire from 
the cabinet have been emphasized by the turmoil which followed 
the controversy over the recent “confidential” report to congress 
on the subject of the nation’s defenseless position in case of war. 

It now appears that the impression which has somehow gotten 
abroad of a tiff between the president and the secretary of war over 
this matter, is-the real influential factor which will overcome Secre- 
tary Dickinson’s desire to retire and keep him in the cabinet. 

For him to leave now would appear to confirm these rumors. 
Therefore, he will put aside his own preference and remain in the 
cabinet. 

It appears that Secretary Dickinson finds himself a mysterious 
stranger in the room of the president’s advisers. He is in the cabi- 
net, but not of it. Being a democrat, he cannot join in the talk 
about policies with the other cabinet members; and yet he finds 
himself shut out from the democratic councils. 

Therefore, to end his somewhat anomalous position, he proposed 
to retire. But the gossip referred to has changed his mind and made 
the president more determined to have his present secretary of war 
remain. | 

Honors which his state of Tennessee appears anxious to confer 
upon the big man who now holds the war portfolio, must be held 
in abeyance for the present. 

A strong character, a lawyer of exceptional ability, a man 
capable of handling big things, Secretary Dickinson is worthy of any 
honor that might come knocking at his door.

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UNCLE SAM PARTY TO POTASH CONTROVERSY. 


In the discussion over the potash controversy with Germany 
it must not be forgotten that the government of the United States 
has a substantial interest in the question, aside from the interest 
of individual citizens. 

Uncle Sam is a great consumer of gunpowder. 
facture of powder, potash is one of the essefitial ingredients. The 
tax placed by the German government on potash exported to the 
United States makes the government pay more than it otherwise 
would for its powder, and taxes the farmers more than they would 
otherwise have to pay for their commercial fertilizers. 

It is safe to say that if the act passed by the Reichstag ons 
May 10, 1910, had been in force in January last, Germany would 
never have been given the advantage of the preferential, or mini- 
mum, rates under our tariff law. 

The situation today demands forceful and vigorous action on 
part of the administration. What that action shall be, the president 
and his advisers must determine with an eye to all the facts in 
the case and the extensive interests involved. 

If the Payne-Aldrich tariff law is not equal to the present 
emergency, then the maximum and minimum clause, which was 
put in to punish just such discriminations as have been practiced 
in this instance, is a farce. 

There is no disguising the fact that the German law was aimed 
solely and exclusively at American contracts, and was an attempt 
to force the cancellation of these contracts. It was passed only after 
threats.from a member of the German ministry had failed to force 
Americans to repudiate their agreements. 

It is up to this government to make the next move to protect 
its citizens in contracts made in good faith with citizens of a for- 


eign government.

BE RUN OUT OF GEORGIA’ 


Editor Constitution: I read with in- 
terest the communication of Mr.- W. M. 
Middlebrooks and your editorial com- 
ment on same. ' 

In reference to Mr. Middlebrook’s 
suggestion that the public ought to be 
put on notice about the new “anti- 
pistol” law, “it strikes me that if the 
courts of Georgia will do their duty 
in the hundred of pistol cases now be- 
fore them widespread notice will be 
served to the effect that the people of 
Georgia will stand no more of this 
pistol-toting barbarity. 

There is no use in arguing with the 
man who is low enough to make him- 
self a walking arsenal. The only way 
to reach a man of this kind is through 
the strong arm of the law. . 

Whenever this brutal element of our 
population is brought to a full under- 
standing of the fact that whenever a 
man is caught with a pistol he is going 
to be punished and punished heavily, 
there will be an end to pistol-toting in 
Georgia. But the abuses will continue 
just so long as our courts treat’ the 
matter as a trivial offense and dismiss 
the offenders with a fine of a few dol- 
lars. 

The reports of holiday murders, 
homicides and shooting generally have 
simply been horrifying. They are 
enough to make every civilized and 
Christian man in Georgia stop to think.

In Atlanta the biggest police court 
on record has just been held, the police 
of the city rounding up during Christ- 
mas day case after case of negroes 
walking the streets with pistols, and 
numerous young white men doing the 
same thing. 

If these reports had emgnated from 
Senegambia “ they would have been 
enough to shock the Christian worid 
and the churches would have been or- 
ganizing missionary societies to ele- 
vate the poor heathen responsible for 
such conduct, 

And yet, as you say, right here in 
the midst of a boasted civilization of fe- 
finement and culture, we have cele- 
brated “a pagan Christmas in a Chris- 
tian country.” 

The pistol-toter must be run out. of 
Georgia, and if the courts will do their 
duty we will have fewer murders and 
fewer shooting scrapes than those 
which have marred the holiday season.

TO CROSS ATLANTIC 


IN GREAT BALLOOA 


Berlin, December 28.—Joseph Bruck- 
er, who has announced his intention of 
attempting, in March or April next, to 
cross the Atlantic from the Cape Verde 
islands to the Barbadoeg or Trinidad in 
the airship Suchard, will utilize a novel 
system to keep his gas cool and pre- 
vent loss from radiation. This will be 
accomplished by sprinklers constructed 
at the top of the envelope, which will 
spray water over the surface of the 
balloon. The water supply will be 
drawn from the ocean in torpedo- 
shaped cylinders, offering a minimum 
resistance to the waves, and after be- 
ing taken on board will be pumped 
through a hose to’ the sprinklers. 

Brucker proposes to carry a crew of 
six in his craft, which will be equipped 
with two motors, each of 100-horse 
power. A non-sinkable lifeboat will be 
taken along. He hopes to arrive on 
the other side after four or five days 
and nights in the air, taking ad- 
vantage of the trade winds as far as 
possible.

5 PERSONS KILLED 
AND SCORE INJURED 


By the Explosion of 2,400 


Pounds of Blasting 


Powder. 


El Paso, Texas, December 28.—Five 
persons are known to have been killed, 
a score were injured, and an extensive 
property damage resulted today when 
workmen at the plant of the American 
Smelter and Refining Company, en- 
deavoring to destroy a slag pile, acci- 
dentally exploded 2,400 pounds of 
blasting powder. The explosion was of 
such force as to partially wreck the 
smelting plant and many small houses 
in the immediate vicinity, while win- 
dow glasses 3 miles distant were broken 

The men were tunneling under the 
mound of slag when the explosion 0oc- 
curred. Eight of the workmen in the 
tunnels farthest removed from the 
explosion were taken out alive, bruised 
and Yacerated from contact with the 
caving debris, but none of them con- 
sidered seriously hurt. 

At nightfall two bodies had been re- 
moved from the tunnel nearest to the 
scene of the explosion and three other 
workmen who are known to have been 
in the same tunnel cannot be communi- 
cated with, and it is thought possible 
that they are alive. In other tunnels 
imprisoned workmen are signaling to 
the rescuers, and the work of digging 
into these tunnels is proceeding to- 
night. <All of those included among 
the dead are Mexicans.

“There died in Birmingham a ftew 
weeks ago a real hero: In his work 
for city building, for weaith creation, 
and the employment of people, he was 
a mightier. force for good than the 
man whose military genius enabies 
him to conquer or oped etree A 
third of a century ago, wh€ this sec- 
tion had scarcely emerged te the 
wreck and ruin of the war, wiry f. 
DeBardeleben, an Alabama ma, who, 
by reason of his birth in the pine 
country, loved to call himself a ‘piney- 
rooter, with the vision of a seer had 
mental grasp of the riches of coal a. « 
iron ore in the mountain section of his 
native state. To their development he 
gave his life. He was a dreamer, but 
so is. every other man who achieves 
much in this world. 

“A third of a century ago, with lit- 
tle business experience, DeBardeleben 
undertook the development of coal 
mining and of iron making in Ala- 
bama. Due in part to the depression 
following 1873, his early ventures 
were not successful—his painting was 
a failure. Nothing daunted, but rather 
with increased courage, he entered the 
fight again. He founded an industrial 
town, and secured for the building of 
furnaces and iron works, as the basis 
of its existence, some millions of dol- 
lars of capital. Carrying his enter- 
prise still further, it became a part of 
a large aggregation which has since 
passed into the control of the United 
States Steel Corporation. Flushed with 
accumulated wealth of about $3,000,000 
in actual money, which in that day 
looked as big as ten times that amount 
now, he decided to go to New York 
for the purpose, as he once said, of 
teaching Wall street how to speculate 
in southern securities. He took his 
$3,000,000 with him, but he left it 
there. In about six weeks, as he told 
the story, he had nothing left but a 
railroad pass to carry him home. Even 
this did not dishearten him. With un- 
flinching courage he faced the new 
conditions, started life again, took his 
miner’s pick and on mule-back spent 
months hunting the mountain regions 
of Alabama for new deposits of coal 
and iron ore. He rose superior to all 
the discouragements. which harassed 
him, and continued unto his death to 
He died almost 
unknown to his countrymen outside of 
Alabama, but he helped to make Bir- 
mingham a reality. He helped to set 
in motion forces that changed every 
industrial interest in that city and in 
the south, forces that wil] eventually 
influence the whole world, because 
Birmingham will become a dominant 
power in the world’s iron and stee! 
trade. 


Another Striking IDlustration. 


“About twenty years ago thtre came 
into my office another dreamer. Hav- 
ing worked his way through a leading 
technical school and gained practical 
experience in great steel works, he 
dreamed that his native land called 
him home. Even then he hag become 
a leader in many industries and an au- 
thority upon everything which he un- 
dertook to discuss publicly. He told 
me that a combination was being ef- 
fected of a number of cotton seed oil 
milis, but that it was possible by rea- 
son of new inventions to build an oil 
mill with up-to-date equipment which 
would be able to compete with this 
combination. 

“He found the capital for this under- 
taking, selected the sites and drew the 
engineering plans for eight cotton 
seed Oil mills to cost about $250,00V 
each, to be located at strategic points 
from North Carolina t./ Texas and Ar- 
kansas. About May or June, contracts 
were given out for mills to be ready 
for the fall crop. The work was push- 
ed forward, and reparts were receivea 
daily at his office as to the progress 
of the buildings and the placing of the 
equipment. As word came from the 
superintendent of construction of one 
mill and another that it was ready, 
the electric wire flashed back the word 
‘Turn on steam.” In every case the 
machinery moved harmoniously and 
smoothly, fulfilling the well-ordered 
plans of the man who in a few months 
had achieved such marvelous results. 
Charlotte was the birthplace of that 
company. The man who raised the 
capital, planned the mills, and whe 
saw to their construction, wags D. A. 
tomekine. 

“In every part.of the south ar 
be found men who, like SeBardsiches 
and Tompkins, .wrought marvelous 
things twenty to thirty years ago. 
When We study what was done between 
1876 and 1890 we can but wonder at 
their achievements. Coming out of 
the wreck and ruin of the war, bur- 
dened with the stillfmore awfu! days 
of reconstruction, with a disorganized 
labor system, with overwhelming pov- 
erty and discredit abroad, men o- he- 
roie stature did a work for southern 
development which forever enshrine 
them in the hearts of their country- 
men.

SIMON SHASHES 
FIGHT RECORD 


Makes Mile in Mono- 
plane in 57 Seconds Flat. 


Fastest Mile Ever Made by & 
Monoplane Is Done at New 
Orleans Meet---Aviator Cir- 
cled Track in Twenty-Miles- 
an-Hour Wind. 


—————— 


New Orleans, December 28.—Rene 
Simon, the French aviator, this after- 
noon. at aviation field, broke the 
world’s record for monoplanes when he 
circled the mile track in @ 20-mile-an- 
hour wind in 57 seconds flat, 

This is the fastest mile ever made by 
a monoplane under any condition on 4 
mile course 

The machine used Was 4&4 
power Bleriot, and Simon drove tha 
dangerous turns at an angle that 
threatened to send him sliding off the 
dirbanks to the ground on one wing. 
He negotiated these curves with per- 
fect control, however. 

The high wind prevented any speed 
flying, the upper currents at times -P- 
proaching the 50-mile mark. 

First Flight by Moisant. 

The first flight of the day was made 
by John B. Moisant, who ascended in 
his 60-horse power Bleriot to try out 
ihe atmosphere. , Piying high, Moisant 
made off in the direction of Lake 
Pontchertrain in the first event, cross- 
county flight. 

The wind at times carried Moisant 
at the estimated rate of 90 miles an 
hour, while on the return stretches, 
the maching @t times seemed to make 
no headway whatever. 

The little aviator remained aloft 
thirty-three minutes and twenty-one 
seconds and won the event. 

Simon also made an ascent in this 
event, remaining in the air twenty-two 
minutes and forty-eight seconds. Gar- 
ros, in the same event, stayed up twen- 
ty-four minutes and eight seconds. In 
an exhibition and duration flight, Bar- 
rier rode the air for twenty-four min- 
utes and eight seconds, while in the 
one speed event of the afternoon Si- 
mon broke the world’s record and re- 
mained in the air twenty-one minutes 
and fifty-nine seconds. 

Hgmilton then ascended in his bi- 
plane for a three-minute sixteen-sec- 
ond flight and was followed by Bar- 
rier in a monoplane for a flight of 
thirteen minutes and fifty-nine seconds.

trving to get it exchanged. 

“Tt takes at least three minutes for 
a ticket agent to make the exchange, 
and I have never found an agent any- 
where but who would hail the aboli- 
tion of the rule with delight. 

Missed Their Trains. 

“In Spartanburg a few days ago, I 
Saw several persons miss their train 
beeause of the crowd around the titk- 
et window, and I noticed one man es- 
pecially who had to board the train 
without a ticket and pay his fare, al- 
though he had a mileage book in his 
pocket. However, he got even by pay- 
ing his fare to a station where there 
was no agent and then the conductor 
had to pull his mileage for the rest of 
the journey to his Rceinatton * 

Ex-President King was equally as 
emphatic in his condemnation of the 
mileage rule, declaring that it inflicts 
an unreasonable and absolutely un- 
necessary burden upon the traveling 
pyblic. 

“When a man presents his 
book for a ticket, the ,agent, if he 
doesn’t know the distance to the point 
to which the traveler is going, must 
get down his guide ang figure it out,” 
said Mr. King. 

“This causes delay and works a 
further hardship upon the holder of 
the mileage book because the mileage 
is taken for the longest distance be- 
tween the two points. For instance, 
if there are two competing lines, and 
one is 100 miles in length to a given 
point and the other 90 miles, the mile- 
age is taken for the 100 miles. 

“A short time ago I traveled on the 
New York Central Railroad and our 
entire party of five had our mileage 
pulled from the same. book by the con- 
ductor on the train. If the Illinois 
Central and the New York Centra] can 
afforg to extend this courtesy to the 
traveling public why should the rail- 
roads of the southeast deny it to the 
public? 

“Since it has been reported that the 
Central of Georgia may be blaced un- 
der the Same management as the IIlli- 
nois Central we have some hope that 
the rule may be abolished on that roag 
also in the near future.”
